Soveraigne and Liege Lord. Foraſmoche as it hath 
pleaſed Almyghty „of his infynyte goodnes, gra- 
ciouſly to geve poiar to You, Liege Lord, to reduce this 
youre Reame, and youre true Subgetts of the ſame, 
oute of the daungerous chaunces of Bataill, into the 
proſperous and mooſt defired eſtate of peas ; which peas 
in no wyſe may perſevere or contynue theryn, or in any 
pollitique body, withoute due execution of the Lawes 
within the ſame uſed and approved, for execution of 
the Lawes of this Lande duely to be hadde. We youre 
humble Subgettes comyn for the Comons of the ſame, 
were put in right good comfort at the begynnyng of 
this youre high Court of Parlement, by che mouth of 
my Lord of Roucheſtr', declaryng youre bleſſed diſpo- 
ſition, and tender favour that Ve bere to the ſame en- 
tent and effect of execution of youre Lawes.

2. THE Kyng, callyng unto his tendre remem- 
braunce, howe that in tymes paſſed unto nowe of late, 
the Merchauntes and people of the Nation of Almayn, 
beyng under and of the Confederation, Ligue and Com- 
pany called the Duchie Hanze, otherwiſe called Mar- 
chauntez of Almayn, havyng the hous in London com- 
monly called Gildhalla Teutonicorum, have had and 
uſed free and frendely communication and intercurſe of 
Marchaundiſe with his Subgetts of this his noble 
Reame of Englond, and they with theym, to th'encreſce, 
availe and commen wele of both parties, as experience 
evydently hath proved: And howe that ſithen that the 
oon partie toke diſpleaſure ayenſt that other, grete in- 
conveniencez, loſſes and damages have enſued, not

for cauſe of the premiſſes, neyther in their perſones ne 


goodes, though all the ſame goodes had be taken by 


occaſion of the ſaid trouble and diſſencion. Moreover, 
where as the Merchauntes of the ſaid Hanze, have had 
and enjoyed dyvers Privileges, Liberties and free Uſages, 
within this Reame of Englond, by reaſon of certeyn 
Grauntes to theym made by his noble Progenitours 
Kynges of Englond, as by the Letters Patentes ther- 
uppon paſſed fro tyme to tyme it may clerely appere 
of record; by cauſe and uppon truſt oonly of the which 
Privileges, Libertees and free Uſages, the ſame Mar- 
chauntes have be encoraged to make and contynue their 
reſort unto this his Lande : and foraſmoche as nowe 
the ſame Marchauntes and perſones of the Hanze, have 
approbable doute and fere, that in cas all other thin 

were thoroughly paſſed and concluded betwixt his

ſtations, ſhal be ſette uppon their perſones or goodes, 
otherwiſe then have be ſette uppon theym, any tyme 
afore this c yere nowe laſt paſt or aboye : Wherunto 
the ſeid Merchauntes of the Hanze, by their Oratours 
have aſſented and agreed. The Kyng, of his bounteuous 
and benigne grace, by the advis and affent of the Lordes 
Spirituelles and Temporelles, and the Commens, in this 
preſent Parlement affembled, and by auftorite of the 
ſame, wolle, that it be alfo ordeyned, eſtablisſhed and 
enacted, that all maner Privileges, Libertees, Fraunchiſes 
and free Uſages, graunted unto the Merchauntes of the 


ſeid Hanze, by Hym or any of his noble Progenitours 


Kynges of Englond, and all maner Chartours and Let- 
ters Patentes paſſed theruppon, by whatſoever name or 
names the ſeid Marchauntes be named or called in the 
ſame, ſtond in full ſtrengh, force and effect, as they 
didde or ſhuld have doon, yf noo ſuch werte and hoſti- 


lite had be levyed and made as is aforeſaid. And more- 


over, for the more ſuerte and certeynte of the ſame, the 
Kyng, by th'advis, aſſent and auctorite aforeſaid, wolle, 
that his Letters Patentes under his grete Seall be to 
the ſeid Marchauntes made, after the fourme and effect 
enſuyng; and that the ſame Letters Patentes ſo to

Trinite, oure Lady, and Seynt John the Baptiſte, by 
oon Henr' Poorte, ſumtyme a Baron of this your noble 
Reame, was founded, edeſied and indowed, with grete 
parte aſwell of his goodes and poſſeſſions, as of many 
other benefactours to the ſame Prioury, and for the 
more aſſured perpetuell eſtablisſhement therof, aut 
rized by Popes Innocent, Alexander, Seintz Thomas o 
Caunterbury, Thomas of Herford, and dyvers other 
holy Faders of the Chirch, by their Bulles and Writ- 
yoges, ſealed with leade, and aurenrik Scales, to th'en- 
tent that divine ſervice, relegious obſervances, hoſpita- 
lite, and other dedes of charite, ſhuld there dayly 
doon and wept in perpetuite; ſo the ſaid fundation a 
entent therof, from the tyme aforeſeid, by a Priour and 
Covent of Monkes there daily ſeyng v maſſes'or moo,

true to hym and his heires, noon exception reſerved of 
theire liegeaunce ; and after the fame Othe ſoo made, 
he ſhewed to many, other, and to certayn perſones that 
ſuche Othe had made, that the Kyng had taken his 
lifelode from hym and his men, and diſheryed theym, 
and he wolde utterly endevoire hym to gete hem theire 
enheritaunce as he wolde doo for his owen. He ſhewed 
alſo, that the Kyng entended to conſume hym in like 
wyſe as a Candell conſumeth in brennyng, wherof he 
wolde in brief tyme quyte hym. And overe this, the 
faid Duke continuyng in his falſe purpoſe, opteyned and 
te an exemplificacion undre the Grete Seall of Herry 
the Sexte, late in dede and not in right Kyng of this 
Lande, wherin were conteyned alle ſuche appoynte- 
ments as late was made betwene the ſaid Duke and 
Margaret, callyng herſelf Quene of this Lande, and 
other ; amonges whiche ir was conteyned, that if the 
ſaid Herry, and Edward his firſt begoton Son, died 
withoute Iſſue Male of theire Body, that the ſeid Duke 
and his Heires, ſhulde be n of this Lande; whiche 
exemplificacion the ſaid Duke hath kepyd with hymſelf 
ſecrete, not doyng the Kyng to have eny knowlegge 
therof, therby to have abuſed the Kynges true Subgetts 
for the rather execucion of his ſaid falſe purpoſe. And 
alſo the ſame Duke purpoſyng to accompliſſe his ſaid 
falſe and untrue entent, and to inquiere and trouble the 
Kyng oure ſaid Sovereigne Lorde, his Liege People and 
this his Royaulme, nowe of late willed and defired the 
Abbot of Tweybury, Mayſter John Tapton Clerk, and 
Roger Harewell Eſquier, to cauſe a ſtraunge Childe to 
have be brought into his Caſtell of Warwyk, and there 
to have be putte and * in likelineſſe of his Sonne 
ulde have conveyed and ſent 

his ſaid Sonne and Heire into Ireland, or into Flaun- 
dres, oute of this Lande, wherby he myght have goten 
hym affiſtaunce and favoure agaynſt oure ſaid Sovereigne 
Lorde ; and for the execucion of the ſame, ſent oon 
John Taylour his Servaunte, to have had delyveraunce 
of his ſaid Sonne and Heire, for to have conveyed hym ; 
the whiche Mayſter John Tapton and Roger Harewell 
denyed the delyveraunce of the ſaid Childe, and ſoo by 
Goddes grace his ſaid falſe and untrue entent was lette 


and undoon. Over all this, the faid Duke compaſſyng 


ſubtelly and trayterouſly to brynge this his trayterous 
urpoſe to the more redy execucion by all meanes poſſ- 
le, and for to putte theſe his ſaid Treaſons fynally to 


pleyn execucion, falſely and trayterouſly he commaunded

ne were, furſt, that his ſaid Brother by his former dedes, 
and nowe by this conſpiracye, ſheweth hymſelf to be 
incorrigible, and in noo. wyſe. reducible to that by 
bonde of nature, and of the 


turez : Secondly, ne were the grete juparty of effuſſon 
of Xpien blode, whiche moſt likkely 

ſae : And thridenly and principally, the bond of his 
Conſcience, wherby and by ſolempne Othe, he is 
bounden anenſt God, uppon the peryll of everlaſtyng 
dampnacion, to provyde and defende, firſt, the ſuertie 
of hymſelf and his moſte Royall Iſſue, ſecondly, the 
tranquillite of Goddes Churche within this his Royaulme, 
and after that, the wele publique, peas and tranquillite, 
of all his Lordez, Noblemen, Comens, and others of 
every degree and condicion, whiche all ſhulde neceſſa- 
rily ſtande in extreme jupartie, yf Juſtice and due pu- 
nysſhement of ſoo lothely offenſez ſhulde be pardoned ; 
in perniciovs example to all myſdoers, theves, tray- 
tours, rebelles, and all other ſuche as lightly wolde 
therby bee encoraged and enbolded to ſpare noo manner 
of wikkednefſe. Wherfore thof all the Kynges High- 
nefſe be right ſory to determyne hymſelf to the con- 
trarie, yet conſideryng that Juſtice is a vertue excel- 
lently pleaſyng Almyghty God, wherby Reaulmes 
ſtands, Kynges and Pryncez reign and governe, all 
goode rule, polyce and publique wele is maynreigned ; 
and that this vertue ſtandeth not oonly in retribucion 
and rewarde for goode dedes, butt alfo in correccion 
and punysſhement of evil doers, after the qualitees of 
theire myſdoyngs. For whiche premiſſez and cauſez, 
the Kyng, by the avyſe and aſſent of his Lordes Spere- 
tuell and Temporell, and the Coons, in this preſent 
Parliament aſſembled, and by the auctorite of the ſame, 
ordeyneth, enacteth and eſtablith, that the ſaid George 
Duke of Clarence, be convicte and atteyntit of Heigh 
Treaſon, commyttet and doon agaynſt the Kynges mooſt 
Royall perſone; and that the fame Duke, by the ſaid 
auctorite, forfett from hym and his heyres for ever, the 
Honoure, Eſtate, Dignite and name of Duke.

therof, falſly and trayterouſly provoked, laboured and 
ſtured, as well by theyr writyng as otherwiſe, Sir Robert 
Welles, late ung hymſelf grete Captayn of the 
Comons of the ſaid Shire of Lincoln, to contynue the 
ſaid Inſurreccions and Rebellyons, and to levee Werre 
ayenſt hym, as they be the ſame ſoo did, with Baners

withdrewe theymſelf and fled with theyr felaſhip into 
Lancaſtreſhire, ſoo as his ſaid Highnes with his Hoſte 
for lakke of Vitayll myght not fdlowe theym, to thien- 
tent that they 'myght gader his us in grettor 
nombre, and to be habk to pfourme = fuls 
and rrayterous purpos and entent. For which cauſes 
they have deſerved to be puplysſſied as fals Tiraytours 
and Rebelles, and to have the uttermoſt punycion of the 
Lawe z yet-nathdlefle oure ſaid Sotayn Lord, .confidered 
the nighnes of blood which they be of unto hym, and 
the tender love which he hath afore tyme borne to 
theym, was vherefore loth to have loſt theym, if 

m to his grace, and to have
